ALBERTA LEGISLATURE. 
~-ADJOURNG; JULY 
ELECTION PROBABLE 


The Alberta Lapialsies sdjourmed 
on Thursday, after an eight weeks 
session, having cleaned up the buisness 
on the order paper. | 

It would have been possible to pro- 
rogue, but for the natural Resources 
Bill, which cannot pass third reading | — 
until a8reed on by the Dominion 
House. Premier Brownlee announced 
that the adjourned session would be 
held on May. Sth or near that date, and 
that the election would be before 
July 15. 

Seventy-one: bills have received their 
third reading during the present ses- 
sion. : 

.The committee on redistribution com 
posed of members from all sides of the 
House, presented. a majority and min- 
ority report. The majority report stat- |’ 
ed that on account of the committee 
not being. unanimous, a general re- 
distribution should be . postponed |, . 
The Liberals on the committee pre- 
sented.a minority report. favoring leav 
ing the seats as they are for another 
session, Of account. of accurate popula 
tion data not being available, and ar- 
iingements having been, made by the 
various parties for conducting the] 
elections on the present constituency 
boundaries. 

The Government brought in a bill 
on Tuesday taking out the rural sec- 
tion, of the Calgary and Edmonton 
constituencies, separating the city of 
Medicine Hat and the town of Red- 
cliff from the rural sections, and creat 
ing the seats of Cypress and Empress 
The number of seats is left at sixty, 
as before - - 

C. R Pingle, Medicine Hat, question 
ed the voting. strentgth of the new 
Cypress constituency, basing his fig- 
ures on the Provincial bye-election o/ 
1925, when only 977 voted in the dis- 
trict named as a constituency. In the 
Dominion election of 1925. 1857 votes 
were cast, In the new constituency of 
Empress, only 1139 persons voted at 
the Dominion Election. 

- Premier Brownle@%¥aid that the fig- 
ures given were not fair, as the weath- 
er was very bad at the time of last 
year’s elections, and many of the vot- 
ers were working in other parts of the 
Province. The number of those entitl- 
ed to vote in the Cypress poll in 1925 
was 3231. 2950 votes were cast in the 
Redcliff constituency in 1921, as com- 
pared with 1204 in 1925. The decrease 
was-largely due to weather and har- 
vest conditions. / 

The bill was pasta the vote being 
387. 

Government May ppxeieore Railway 

A bill was passed, Thursday enabling 
the Government to, if necessary, op- 
crate the Edmonton, Dunvegan, and 
British Columbia Railway, by appropri 
atling- $432,500 for capital expenditure 
and reconditioning, and _. $1,300,000 tc 
be used in. purchasing stocks, bonds, 
etc. The latter amount is believed to 
represent the Royal Bank’s minimum 
offer for its securities. The Govern- 
ment cannot operate the line without 
first acquiting the bank's securities 
The bank wanted $2.400,000, but has 
finally agreed to take less than $1,500- 
000. ‘ ; 

The Government is instituting an 
inquiry into the telephone system. 
said Premier Brownlee on Thursday 
The system was handicapped by exces- 
sive capitalization, caused by-lines be- 
ing placed where they could not pay 
their way. A-large part of the system 
must be regarded as a colonization 
project If the rates had been raised in 
the past three years it would probably 
have led to decreased rather than in- 
creased revenues. The inquiry was tak- 
ing into consideration capitalization 
and rates, but no part of the capitaliza- 
tion would be placed in general rev- 
enue without the consent of the Legis-
